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HONGKONG’S SHIPPING. 


A Year’s Figures. 

The report of the Harbour 
Master of Hongkong for the past 
year shows that the total of the 
shipping entering and clearing at 
ports in the Colony amounted to 
672,680 vessels of 43,420,970 tons, 
which, compared with the figures 
of 1920 shows a decrease of 10,816 
vessels with an increase 
3,298,443 tons. 

OF the abovs 52,222 veasels of 
27,852,616 tons were engaged in 
Foreign Trade as compsred with 
43,264 vessels of 24,194,022 tons 
in 1920. 

There was an increase in Brit 

ish ocean-going shipping of 457 
ships or 109 per.cent. and an 
increase of $96,114 tons or 10.7 
Iper cent. This increase is due to 
newly-built ships and enemy 
ships transferred to the British 
flag and varions steamship lines 
running their “Eastern trade 
which were elsewhere employed 
during war times. 

Foreign ocean-going vessels 
have increased by 409 sbips with 
an increase of 1,593,861 tons or 
I°5 per cent. in numbers and 17°2 
per cent. in tonasge. This in- 
crease is duo to the large amount 
of new American, Norwegian and 
Chinese vessels frequenting tbe 
port and enemy vessels being 
transferred to other nationalities. 


THE CANTON OUTLOOK.

dispersed. 

In consequence of three battal- 
ions of Chan King-ming’s forces 
have been stationed near the 
Arsenal, Sun Yat-sen bas ordered 
three of bis battalions to take up 
their positions nearby. 

Our correspondent further re- 
ports that all the crews of the 
Northern squadron, who are 
natives of Fukien, have been 
dismissed and been replaced by 
men recently arrived from Shan- 
tung. The cruisers are usiog 
their searchlights every night. 

Chan King-ming still declines 
to returc to Canton. He has now 
been appointed Commander-ia- 
Chief of the armiex of the Two 
Kwangs, Sun-Yat-sen ordering 
him to make Shiukwan his head- 
quarters. It is very doubtfut 
whether Chan will.obey the 
order.

SUN's -MANIFESTOES. 


The fresh crisis in Chinese 
polities brosght about by the 
resignation of President Hsu 
Shih-ckang bas indeced Sun 
Yat-sen to issue a couple rf 
characteristic “manifestoes, one 
of which is drawn op for the 
special! benefit of the Foreign 
Powers and the other for. the 
general public. The chief object 
of the former of these is 
to intimate to the Powers that 
any recognition of a fresh ‘* pup- 
pet President” will be construed 
by Sua and bis followers as an 
act of interference in China's 
own affairs.- By a” puppet Pres- 
ideat,” Sun Yat-sen obvionsly 


‘means aoybody excepting him- 


self, but he ought to realise by 
this time that be is as. much 
of a“ poppet” to otbers as they 
are to him. At any rate, we 
have not heard of any national 
clamouring for Sun as President 
of the Republic. ‘ 


It is admitted by Sun Yat-sen 
that the fact that the militariste 
in the North want the old Perlis. 
ment re-established proves tbat 
the struggles of the Constitu- 
tionalisty have notbeen in vain 
and that their cause has at last’ 
triumphed. Then whst more 
does he want? First of all, he 
asxs for the punishment of those 
who violated the Constitution, 
and theo he demands guarantees 
of the abolition of militarism -by 
the Northerners transforming 
one-halfof their troops into labour 
battalions, . whereupon "orders 
will be issued throughout all the 
provinces for general disarma- 
ment and: for the organisation of 
Isbour corps.” This latter pro- 
posz! would no doubt auit Sua 
very well, since he, as a militarist 
himself, would find the strength 
of his opponents reduced by one- 
half.

Shanghai Shipping 


Yesterday we referred to the 
activity of the Hongkong Saa- 
men's Union in seeking to expand 
itself into the’ Chinese Seamen’s 
Union, the immediate point of 
conquest being Sbanghai.

The Cinema'and the Public. 


“TELEGRAPH * INTERVIEW 
WITH A DIRECTOR. 


_ The development and growth of 
tbe film industry and its place in 
the modern life worediscussed by 
Mr. Wilmer with a reporter of the 
Tetezraph yesterday"in the course 
of a lengthy interview. Mr. 
Wilmer is woll-knowa as a lead- 
ing figure in the cinema trade, 
being s partner in the firm 
of = Wilmer aad Vincent 
New York, an enterprising 

‘ concern which controls a wide 
chain of playhouses and cinema 
theatres in the States. Owing 
to the affects of a» bits inflicted 
by his pet ourang-ontang whilst 
at Singapore, Mr. Wilmer, who 
has been touring Egypt, India 
and other countries of the East, 
has now forced upon him a period 
of inactivity in the Colony, which, 
however, he hopes to leave soon, 
being well on the way towards 
complete rasovery. 

Twenty-five years in the enter- 

' tainment profession have given 
Mr.Wilmer’an authoritative voice 
when it comes to a discussion of 
-the moerita of the cinema as 
one of the [actors which cater 
for the enjoyment of modern life. 

Entering upon his career as an 

~actoron the “legitimate” stage, 
be Inter left the old heavy type of 
melodrama in favour of the Ughter 
vein of musical comedy and 
“varieties. When the cinema film 
in its turn made its appearance, 
with the big promise it beld cut 
for enterprising “people, Mr. 

Wilmer’s interest in the induatry 
was & natural process, with what 
resnlts can be gauged from the 
fact that from a player be rose to 
be a director, and has 2 big hand 
in tbe making of “the picturea” 

" today. A the present moment 
he controls a circuit of no less 
than forty-four theatres through- 
.out the United States and says he 
exbidits nothing but the bes: of 
cinema filros and stock com- 
panies’ productions, . . 

Stage v. Cinema. 

Many old fomeys have found iz 
ciffcult to sympathise with the 
enthusiasm the younger genera- 
tions are bestawing on the cinema, 
and have ssked themselves this 
question: “ Will the cinema ever 
totally supersede the drama of the 
stage?” 

“Fo the extent that it will 
entirely eclipse the stage drama 
of the better order, no,” was the 
reply af Mr. Wilmerto whom this 
Question was addressed by. the 
reporter. “There willalways be 
roora for dramas but their place 
with-the modern public will oot 
te what it was before the advent 
of the film.” 

Mr. Wilmer went further than 
this and prophesied a short shrift 
for the drama if certain impeove- 
ments Low being aimed at 
by the inventors of the cinema 
industry become accomplished 
meattres. He traced the bistory 

* of the industry, which be places 
in the third position of importance 
amongst modern undertakings. 
from the time when.a two or four- 
part picture was considered to be 
of sufficient importance and in- 
terest to merit an advertisement 
asa “feature” in the Programmes 
of the theatres. This was not to 
fay that the length of a picture 
could be taken as 4 safe criterion 
from the point of view of its 
interest tothe public. The ten- 
dency to run .the story into 
episodes or serials, as they 
are termed, has hitberto 
invariably © been followed 
in the making of pictures 
of the “ bleod and thunder” var- 
iety, but these films have now 
passed the zenith of their pop- 
larity with the American 
public, howeverthey may ratain 
their interest with Chinese au- 
diences bere in ‘Hongkong. 

People. now tire of these, they 
want something that should 
not portray the impossible, 
said Mr. Wilmer,’ bot truly 
depict Jife as it: is to-day, 
something that should not ran in- 
to more than seven or eight. reels, 

" for instarce. Recognising this 


fact, the producers have risen to |b 


the occasion very admirably, and 
are now making pictures which 
have satisfactory results. 


The Tendency to Improve. 
.- bhe film industry is now only 
in ils ‘infancy, Mr. Wilmer 
pointed out. Such ia the measure 
of money and individusl talent 
{fovested in the making of s 
modern firat-class film; be’ told 
the reporter, that a film now’ costs 
fen times more than when made 
of the same length in the days 
that preceded the Great Wear. 
' Then it was thought good enough 
“. to froduce plays with the 


~ “ minimum of expense in settings 
‘and in other details of the studio, 


but the public taste will now ac- 
" cept nothing but the best that the 
producers can give, Such gisnts 


in the induatry aa David Wark 


Griffith, Cecil de Milla and Wil 
iam Fos have introduced a new 
phase intothe industry. They have 
thought vothing but of sinking 
fortunes-into the making of their 
best plays, aod how much thuy 
are justified in doing this is indi- 
cated by the eagerness with which 
the public always awnitthe exhi- 
bition of their products. Mr. Wil- 
mer mentioned that in New York 
itwas acommon sight tosee people 
waiting in long quaves' to obtain 
ad mission into the picture palaces. 

Mr. Wilmer’a successive ex- 
periences with the threa forms of 
entertainment—viz, tha dramatic 
stage, the variety or vaudeville 
stage, aad the cinema—bare con- 
vinced him that tho Iast-named 
is by far the best from tha bus- 
iness viewpoint. Such theatres in 
bis own circuit’as produce stage 
plays are still kept opan- by him 
out of consideration for a certain 
small section ofthe public, though 
his experience has gone to show 
him that a better venture could 


bo made by the exhibition of L 


cinems pictures only. 
The End of the Stage 
Drama? 


However, with the perfecting 
of two present improvements in 
connection with the film industry, 
Mr, Wilmer says the staze drama 
isin foraneatly end. The first of 
these is coloured photography. 
whichuhas already been so well 
perfected that it has been in- 
troduced into the filming of a 
nurober of scenic pictures. Black 
and white photography will go 
out of usage as this process, de 
fined by Mr. Wilmer as 
’ Prismic” process, 
stadually introduced. 

“Have you seen the prismic 
Picture of the volcano ina eruption 
at Fawaii?” he asked. and then 
went on to explain that by this 
inventior, all the colours brought 
out in the eruption were faith. 
folly teproduced in the picture. 
You feel as if you were actually 
standing before the veleano,” he 
continurd. [En line with this 
invention is a second ona which 
aims at producing a “talking” 
accompaniment to tbe picture 
pisy. When that has baen per- 
fected, the “ drama will fade ou: 
altozetber,” declared Mr, Wilmer 
with an air of conviction. 


OF Interest To Local 
Theatre-goers. 

Of closer interest to local 
cinema fans is Mr. Wilmar’s 
views on the activities of the film 
exchange agencies of the East. 
In this connection he said he 
hoped that’ by the publication of 
bis views Far Eastern dealers 
might fod it of advantage tc take 
up @ suggestion or two, with 
corresponding benefit to the 
public. It is not an uncommon 
experience, Mr Wilmer sars, for 
a visitor from America to find 
advertised for screening in a local 
cinemas film which had been 
shown in his own country many 
months previously. What wasthe 
explanation’ of this lack of enter- 
prise? He was of the opinion tha’. 
with the smell capacity of their 
theatres Far Eastern exhibitors 
could not afford: to pay for un-to- 
date pictures. Asthevaluecf the 
film decreases ag its age increases, 
the policy of these exhibitors had 
been to’sit-on the fence” Mr. 
Wilmer stated, and only make a 
bid when the price had coma 
down to the measure of their 
purse. “The natural eolution for 
this if the public is to get what it 
really wants, is to have a theatre 
that could accommodate an 
andience proportionate to the siza 
of the population of the town at 
one sitting. .In his view there ig 
no doubt as to there being room 
for such a theatre ic Hongkong. 

Poor Quality Films, 

Contiouing to comment on the 
poor standard of a large propor- 
tion of the pictures brought out 
East, Mr. Wilmer said in addition 
to the delay already referred to, 
these pictures were “flat” as re- 
fgerds the story, and “bleak” as 
regardsthe photographic settings 
and acting. In Egypt, in India, 
in Burma, in fact, in all the places 
he bas toured, it was the same,» 

A natural corollary to the 
expansion of the industry is the 
tinging into existence of a cer- 
tain class of literature which has 
grown up round the indus- 
try and deals solely with - its 
;activities and the doings 
ot movie stars., Through - this 
jmedium the American public js 
jkept in. the closest touch with 
up-to-date doings in this sphere, 
and could discriminate when an 
old film was put up for exhibition, 
Mr. Wilmer said. The life of the 
Cinema house in America. would 
indeed be a short one if the prac- 
tice were followed of exhibiting 
defunct products.
